Seamen, as muchas it hag been fhun'd 
heretofore———If this be not good Advice, 
and a wholefom Projeé, tho’ it comes out 
of Bedlam, let all Exchawge-Alley make a 
better if they can.

“ yeners, becaufe we donot, as is aHedg’d, 
*S pray for her Majefty Queen 4 NN E, 
“ Je’s anfwer'd, (1.) That the Perfons for 
* whom publick Prayers are order’d to be 
* made by the (aid A& are dead, andthe 
 A& muft die with them in confequence. 
S* (2.) It’s invidious for our Purfuer to bring 
“ our Prayers into the Accufation, feeing 
“¢ he cannot alledge againft us any Words 
*¢ or Expreffions, that bewray Contempt 
** of Authority or Difrefpe& to their Per- 
“ fons, We pray for the whole Royal 


* Family. Weare none of thofe who dee 
¢ fpife Dominions, or {peak Evil of Digni- 
“ ties, and therefore cannot conceive up- 
6 on what Ground this Part of the Accu- 
*¢ fation is founded againft us, efpecially 
¢¢ feeing there isno Form of Prayer in Res 
*¢ lation to this Particular impos’d. by any 
“ Law, and where there is no Law, there 
‘¢ can be no Tranfgreffion. 

“As tothe A@ of Parliament 1693, 
‘¢ ordaining all Minifters and Preachers of 
“¢ the Gofpel to take the Allegiance, and 
“ fubfcribe the Affurance. It's anfwer'd, 
“ (1.) That it would appear to mean fuch 
« only as are fettled in Chasges, and en- 
++ joy Benefices, and we are the more ware 
‘¢ ranted to fay fo by the A& of Rocogni- 
*¢ tion, that enjoyns the taking of them ta 
“ Queen ANNE, obliges only them that

-@ pon the S:retching of Laws beyond their 
ef eye Meaning againft us, who. enjoy ao

@ tho’ we canact alledge any Law for thele 
46 Meetiogs, yet we have good Reafon ta 
st plead, chat there is no Law againft 
s‘ them 3 forthele Liws that are urged a- 
er'gainfe Meetiag Houles, can. never be. 
«* interpreted to their Prejudice, but by 
‘st ftretching them beyond. thejc Intent; 
8 for the A& 22d. Anno 1695, feequentl 
a¢ made ule of againft us, Entituled an A@ 
® againft intruding into Chacches and. Bee 
# nefices, we humbly conceive the Mean- 
o ing and Deligm thereafonly to be the dit 
s¢ poling of Epifcopal Minifters of their 
« @hurches and Maafes, that the Preshy 
6 gerliens might have tree Accsfa to them, 
# fo asnothing can, according, to the Letter 
@ ofthis Law, be conftruedian latrufioniow 
s¢ the Part of che Epifcopal Minifter,buc the 
# eptring into thefe Churches (which. were 
# once declared vacant) without a Legal 
Cail. Butit was far foom the Thoughts of 
# theGoveramentor Parliament under that 
@ YJead. to.comprehend the Exercifts of

et to exclude the: Miniftere and People of

+ and Intent of thefe A@s was never le 
 yell’d againfl thefe private.

© 1703, conGders Mesting Houles, as hax 
‘* ving a tacit Allowance, ordering them 
** tobe proteéted whilft they live decently 
s ee as good Chriftians and 
* Subje&s, aad in fo doing, that they be 
* protected jn the peaceable Bxercife of 
** their Religion, and in their Perfons and 
‘* Bftates, according to the Laws of the 
“ Kingdom. Io the Poffefion of which 
“ Favour, Ws have contiaued hitherto by 
“* Vertue. of the Authority forelaid,, and 
‘* was homologated: by the Parliaments 
** chat have fitten ever fince, who never’ 
** quarrelled thefe Meetings, nor made 
‘S any Laws. againftthem. And we are 
*- confident, that we have done nothing 
‘* either in, the faid Meetings or other- 
“ where, that fhould deprive us of this 
** Libercy, and therefore do claim the

** that all Procefs againft us may ceafe, gill 
‘* Her Majefty’s further Pl.afure hereanents 
‘© be fignified, it being not ufual for Royal 
“ Favours pace granted to be recall’d, un- 
‘* lefs she Conditions ftipulated were by 
‘* the People violated and broken, which 
cannot juftly be here allede’d.
